Since nobody suggests that Britain 
could possibly make the whole of 
the £3,500,000,000 accumultnted ster} ~ 
inge balance convertible into dollars, 
she ts bound—falllng agreement, on 
what pruportiog af them can be 
released—to make thém unspendable 
anywhere. The methods would be 
either by blocking them ar by ex- 
cluding a recaleitrant creditor ‘coun- 
try from’ tho sterling aren. 

At present every penny of India’s 
or Eqypt's sterling balance Is, spend- 
able on anything whatever that can 
be bought for sterlng—which ta- 
cludes £20,000,000,000 of securitics 
quated ,.on. the London stock exchange, 
all wool and rubber of the British 
Empire and Britain's entire exports. 

On July 15 any part of the 
balances agreed for refcaase os spend- 


able anywhere must become spend | 


able everywhere and all the rest 
become spendable nowhere—except 
as-moy be arecd for repatrioting 
British owned assets in creditor 
countries. In default of agreement 
“yelease the whole lot be- 
‘comes unspendable anywhere unless 
Etitain’ unilaterally concedes con- 
vertible proportions. . 


NO CHOICE FOR U.K, 


Britain has no cholce in the matter. 
The United States Treasury strongly 
objected to the clause in the Anglo-

LONDON.—Bridge Birch II, 
an cight-ycar-old cow who can 
yield her weight in milk every 
eight days, is feeling the strain. 

"It will kJll-her if we keep on 
with it,” her owner, R. A. Pierson, 
said this weelc. 


‘Until Sunday, Bridge Birch was 
just an ordinary, over-sized Friesian. 
Today, she is.a celebrity—in the cow 
world, that is—for the record 155! 
pounds of milk she gave in 24 hours. 


"We milked her six times in. 24 
hours. yesterdny, once every four 
hours," Plerson sald. “All by hand, 
too. We don’t use electrié millers. 
But frankly, it Is 

out.” 4 


Pierson sald that In? three or four 
days, “after she has rested,” he 
would try for another record, “but 
it is an awful strain on the cow and 
I doubt it she can stand up to it.” 

It is.a question of Calcium, Plerson 
explained. 

“The cow has just so much cal- 
clum for the - amount of milic pro- 
duced.” he said. “Already, we have 
had to inject Bridge Birch with some 
of It." 


Gave Birth to. Calf 


The previous world record of milic 
from a cow in 24 hours was esta- 
blished in 1939 nt 149 pounds. But 
Pierson pointed out thot that milk 
did not contain 2.6 butterfat. That 
is important, he sald. 

“Bridge Birch gave birth to a calf 
63 days ofo,” Pierson suid. ‘And 
ever sinte then she has been giving 
more and more milk. 1 can't ex- 
plain it. It's just -one of those 
things. Alreudy I’ve been offered 
£50 a dny ta let her stand outside a 
milk bar, but I didn’t take it.” 

Plerson said some people pny 
thousands in trying for milk records 
from thelr cows. He has only paid 
£190 for Bridge Birch. 

“It is Just like winning the Derby,"
